Fine Tablecloths. 

In the laundry work department of Pratt 
institute, Brooklyn, the classes are mught 
that five tablecloths should be frequent! 
altered in their folding for ironing. T 
durability will be thus greatly lengthen: 
They may be folded double part of 
time, then in a triple fold that changes the 
creasing. Napkins should be similarly 
treated. Iron them with the warp—that 
is, straight up asd down—to prevent acal- 
loping. They should be ironed wrong side 
out and then folded back, so as to open 
eanily. Fold the edges to the center.

Fors aro known to produce serious skin 
troubles owing to the dyes with which 
they are stained.
